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proposal and on how soon Chinese anticipated this might bo. 
Chinese reiterated that either side could contact the other 
at any time. In response to Chinese query as to Us sense 
of timing for next encounter, Kroisberg suggested month to 
six weeks. Ch'ien likewise refused to elaborate on meeting 
at higher level or through other channels, suggesting that 
if US had a proposal they could make it through the 
Ambassadorial talks. 

3. Attempts to elicit information on possible return of 
Chinese Ambassador were similarly unsuccessful, with 
Ch'ien responding that he could not say anything about 
that at this time. (Polish FonMin Asian Desk Chief 
LEWANDOWSKI told Kreisberg at lunch January 21 that 
Chinese had thus far given no hint to Poles of intention 
return Ambassador to Warsaw.) 

4. Ch'ien and Yen, both of whom returned to Peking two 
years ago but have previous experience in the talks, 
informed us they had returned to Warsaw a week ago. Tfhey 
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will remain Id Warsaw, at least for the time being. Ch'ien 
acknowledged that he was with American Department of Chicom 
FonMin in Peking, thus confirming that ho in fact is formal 
advisor to LEI at meetings. (It had boon clear at formal 
January 20 mooting that Ch'ien was giving instructions to 
Lei Yang as meeting proceeded.) 

5. Rolaxed small talk covered family matters, 
Kreisberg' s new moustache (which evoked great levity 
on Ch'ien's part), and latest hair and clothing styles 
which the Chinese had observed passing through Paris 
enrouto to Warsaw. As XXX2 Kreisberg and Anderson 
departing, Kreisberg observed he hoped he would see 
Ch'ien again soon. Ch'ien smiled and said, "perhaps". 
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
